about 1275. It was fir^t .mined 
in the United States in 1750.

Scranton, Pa., is the heart of the 
anthracite district of the United 
States. In America some shafts 
are sunk 3,000 feet into the earth. 
Some European shafts are sunk 
over a mile in depth.
